“If we feel the support is 
there a second vote night 
will be held at the end of 
January or beginning of Feb¬ 
ruary,” said Ackerman.

“St. Anthony’s Church 
initiated this process,” said 
Vince Ackerman, Red Catho¬ 
lic Regional Division 
(RDCRD). “They are going 
to start the phone calls right 
away and we should have a 
decision on a second vote 
this Thursday or next.” 

Residents had a chance to 
vote this past November, but 
not enough Catholics 
showed up. In order for the

Brassard said he would

If the second vote happens 
and the majority is in favor 
of the expansion Brassard 
would legally automatically 
become a member of the 
Catholic School District, 
every Catholic in the area 
would. Brassard would then 
not legally be able to stay on 
the CESD board. 

“I don’t intend to step 
down,” said Brassard. 
“They would have to take 
me down.”

Information obtained during 
"Project Kottage" has led to the 
seizure of another marijuana grow 
operation and the arrest of two 
Olds residents, Dec. 29. 

“Project Kottage” was a RCMP 
drug-related investigation that led 
to a sera's of arrests 150 charges 
against 43 Central Albertans in 
mid November. 

During this latest bust. Olds 
RCMP in conjunction with the 
Southern Alberta Marijuana In¬ 
terdiction Team (a.k.a. The Green 
Team), executed a search warrant 
on a rural residence suspected of 
growing marijuana. 

Cpl. Jeff Merrier, Olds RCMP 
said marijuana plants, cannabis 
resin (valued in the tens of thou¬ 
sands of dollars) drug parapher¬ 
nalia, five rifles and one loaded 
handgun were seized from the 
rural residence, north of Olds. 

Mercier said the weapons 
seized were not unlike those found 
in many rural residences. 

“The weapons were not to be 
used against us, they were just 
unsecured fire arms. The only one 
out of the norm was the loaded 
handgun," said Mercier. 

He said arrests were made 
without incident, at a later time. 

“1 think it was a case of them 
going out for breakfast and com¬ 
ing home to find us,” said Mercier. 

Charged with 13 drug and 
weapons offences is Terry Tracy 
Wickwire, 44, of Olds. Also 
charged on three counts of drug 
offences was Shelilia Viver, 49, of 
Olds. 

Wickwire’s charges include: 
production of cannabis marijuana 
and cannabis resin; possession for 
the purpose of trafficking; storing

US announces border will 
partially re-open in March

News of the U.S. border 
opening to cattle under 30 
months of age, March 7, has 
Government officials ec¬ 
static and producers cau¬ 
tiously optimistic. 

One day after the United 
States Department of Agri¬ 
culture’s (USDA) announce¬ 
ment that Canada is consid¬ 
ered a “Minimal Risk Re¬ 
gion” and thus will allow 
the trade of cattle under 30 
months of age over its bor¬ 
der, another “suspect” case 
of BSE surfaced in a 10- 
year-old Alberta cow. 

Reports that followed 
what would be the third case 
of BSE from Canada (if tests 
are conclusive) stated the 
USDA knew of this cow be¬ 
fore they made their an¬ 
nouncement. 

“If this animal proves to 
be positive, it would not al¬ 
ter the implementation of 
the U.S. rule announced 
(Dec. 29) that recognizes 
Canada as a minimal risk 
region,” said Dr. Ron 
DeHaven, U.S. administra¬ 
tor of Animal Health Inspec¬ 
tion Services. “In the exten¬ 
sive risk analysis conducted 
as part of the rule making, 
we considered the possibility 
of additional cases of BSE in 
Canada. Because of the miti¬ 
gation measures that Canada 
has in place, we continue to 
believe the risk is minimal.” 

Wild Rose MP Myron 
Thompson has confidence in 
DeHaven’s statements. 

“I was assured that this 
was going to happen by the 
President himself. Let’s just 
hope that this is a quick re¬ 
covery. That’s what we are 
hoping for now.” 

Olds/Didsbury/Three 
Hills MLA Richard Marz 
said this is certainly good 
news. 

“There is always a chance 
(the new suspect case) will 
cause some other appeals by 
different groups down in the 
states that could cause de¬ 
lays, there are never guar¬ 
antees, but early indica¬ 
tions are that even though 
there are other suspect cases 
from the testing we do, those 
would not affect the proc¬ 
ess,” said Marz. 

He said a new suspect 
case is no surprise to any¬ 
one. 

“Certainly once we went 
to increased testing we 
would find more. One, two or 
five are still very minimal 
with the number of cattle 
raised and processed in Al¬ 
berta. “We weren’t surprised 
there was more, the surprise 
should be there are as few 
as there have been. 


“I understand, from what 
I’ve heard the Americans 
saying, is this should not 
have any affect on the plan 
for opening the border or 
delaying it in any way,” said 
Marz. 

Olds College staff say 
this news is good for 
Canada, the industry and 
certainly the college. 

“It is good for the college, 
and especially our students 
as many come from agricul¬ 
tural backgrounds and 
homes,” said Kerry 
Moynahan, director of mar¬ 
keting and government re¬ 
lations. 

Moynahan said, through 
the College’s submission to 
the USDA during its com¬ 
ment period, he has heard 
countless stories of the sig¬ 
nificant impact of how the 
border closure is effecting 
students and their families. 

“Many of our students 
had to take out student 
loans to pay for their edu¬ 
cation, when they couldn’t 
sell that bull,” he said. 
“This is a great Christmas 
present.” 

“We concur with remarks 
made that Canada has oper¬ 
ated on the assumption that 
there was probably some 
low-level exposure to BSE in 
North America and that 
more cases might likely be 
found in older cows such as 
in this most recent (sus¬ 
pect) case. 

“We were pleased to hear 
comments made by the 
USDA that Canada is recog¬ 
nized as a minimal risk re¬ 
gion for BSE, in part, be¬ 
cause of the measures taken 
to prevent the spread of the 
disease.” 

But after 19 months of 
border closure, producers 
are still cautious, many of 
them won’t celebrate until 
the first cow crosses the bor¬ 
der on March 7. 

“I’ll be happy when that 
first cow makes it over the 
border,” said one producer, 
who didn’t want to be 
named. 

For Kelly Sande, an Ea¬ 
gle Hill rancher, it has been 
19 months since the call 
came from the Olds Auction 
Market to pick up his cat¬ 
tle - the sale they were in¬ 
tended for had been can¬ 
celled due to reports of the 
Mad Cow found in Alberta. 

That was the first Sande 
had heard of BSE. Now, em¬ 
barking on a new year, 
Sande is still cautious about 
the latest news. 

“I don’t know what will 
happen with the so-called 
suspected cow they found. 
I’ve been told it won’t make 
a difference, but you have to 


be cautious when it comes to 
dealing with other people.” 

He said the last 19 months 
have drastically changed his 
cattle operation. 

“I quit running my little 
feed lot, I just didn’t feel 
there would be enough profit 
margin so I shut it down and 
started to market feed and 
go in that direction.” 

Many would say that was a 
good call on Sande’s part, 
with everyone stuck holding 
on to their cattle, but when 
the border opens, “the guys 
who bought all the cattle are 
going to look like geniuses and 
I’m going to look like and 
idiot because I didn’t put any¬ 
thing in this year either,” 
laughed Sande. 

“But I’m still not con¬ 
vinced (the border) is going 
to open. I think there is 
enough protectionism south 
of the border, that there is 
going to be some more prob¬ 
lems come up. 

“I want to see the dust set¬ 
tle before I’m going to jump 
back into things again.” 

Sande cautions he isn’t 
speaking for everyone in the 
industry. 

“I have neighbours who 
didn’t let up much and they 
still seem to be chugging 
along, doing all right. I’m 
probably one of the few who 
pulled back and shut down to 
wait and see. I never liked 
working for nothing.” 

Alberta Agriculture is pre¬ 
dicting that those who did 
hang on will be rewarded, 
March 7, as they expect the 
trade of cattle under 30 
months of age to be 95 per 
cent of what it was, before 
the border was closed. 

Terry Willock, Alberta Ag¬ 
riculture, is confident the 
border will open without fur¬ 
ther delay. 

“We are pretty confident 
the rules outlined in the 500 
page document making up the 
USDA rule to open the bor¬ 
der will pretty much cover 
any angles (to delay the proc¬ 
ess). 

Jack Daines, Innisfail 
Auction Market, has full con¬ 
fidence in the process to open 
the border. 

“I’m thrilled. This will 
once again put value on farm¬ 
land, cow herds and every¬ 
thing else associated with cat¬ 
tle.” 

When asked if the cattle 
industry can recover he an¬ 
swered: “Absolutely! 

Whether you feed cattle, sell 
cattle, buy cattle or just eat 
it, this is great news that can 
only help us move forward.”

Town will no 
longer pay for 
policing

The Didsbury Town 
Council is excited that the 
province will assume full 
financial responsibility for 
policing in Didsbury on 
April 1, 2005. “We are the 
only one in the detach¬ 
ment presently paying for 
policing,” said mayor 
Dorothy Moore. “Olds is 
also alone paying in their 
detachment. It is a huge 
burden.” 

According to Brenda 
Hemming, director of Cor¬ 
porate Services, in total 
for 2003 the Town paid 
$424,688, almost 8 per¬ 
cent of the budget. Other 


towns in the Province 
such as Lach La Bech are 
presently paying 46% of 
their budget on policing. 

Now that this money 
will be freed up Moore 
says some of it will go to¬ 
wards the Town’s 30 year 
plan to redo the under¬ 
ground infrastructure. 

“We will maximize the 
infrastructure dollars and 
grants and look at a finan¬ 
cial management plan,” 
said Town CAO Brian 
Irvine. “In January coun¬ 
cil will set priorities and 
decide what we would like 
to change, by then we 
should have a good idea of 
where we sit.” 


Local citizens 
assist RCMP in 
arrest

The Didsbury RCMP 
charged a 39 year old 
man with twenty-three 
counts of Break and En¬ 
ter and one count of pos¬ 
session of break-in tools 
following a lengthy shop 
breaking investigation in¬ 
volving businesses 
throughout Alberta.

Lofvendahl was arrested 
on Nov. 1st in Didsbury 
after RCMP observed a 
suspicious vehicle earlier 
the same night in Olds. 
While making patrols 
Didsbury Citizens on Pa¬ 
trol (COP) were located 
and notified of the vehi¬ 
cle’s description. COP 
was able to assist the 
RCMP in locating the 
suspect’s vehicle within 
minutes. 

Jason Darryl Cotter of 
Red Deer and Lofvendahl 
were found hiding inside 
the vehicle on 16th St. and 
18th Ave and were taken 
into custody. Jason Cotter 


was subsequently charged 
with and convicted of sev¬ 
eral offences, including 
possession of break-in 
tools and personation. Cot¬ 
ter appeared in Didsbury 
Provincial Court on Nov. 
17th and was sentenced to 
serve three months on 
each charge. 

Lofvendahl is scheduled 
to make a second appear¬ 
ance on these charges in 
the Didsbury Court on 
Jan. 12th. He is alleged to 
have committed the break- 
ins between Nov. 2003 and 
Oct. 2004. These break-ins 
occurred in Wetaskiwin, 
Caroline, Bowden, 
Didsbury, Castor, Sylvan 
Lake, Red Deer, Bentley, 
Eckville, Three Hills and 
Innisfail.

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This is not a war of liberation 


Dear Mr. Quinn, 

Your recent letter - pub¬ 
lished in the December 22nd 
issue of the Review - shows a 
complete misunderstanding 
of America’s imperial war in 
Iraq. Mr. Quinn, this is not a 
war of liberation, but rather 
an illegal occupation solely 
designed to fulfill American 
interests. 

In the late 1980’s, Saddam 
Hussein was originally an 
ally of the United States. So 
what about the Kurdish 
problem then? An article 
published in the Los Angeles 
Times on February 16, 1998 
( authored by Robin Wright) 
strongly indicates that the 
U.S. knew Iraq was using 
chemical weapons on the 
Kurdish population in the 
northern part of the country. 
In 1988, the engagement of 
chemical weapons against 
Kurdish civilians was even 
documented by the UN, but 
America was more interested 
in protecting its oil exports. 

In exchange for oil - 
America, Britain, France, 
and many other western na¬ 
tions continued to ship a mas¬ 
sive quantity of arms to Iraq 
throughout the 1980s. The 
overwhelming purpose of 
these back-alley arms deals 
was to neutralize Iraq’s long¬ 
standing enemy - Iran. How¬ 
ever, American imports in¬ 
cluded several Hughes MD- 
500 Defender helicopters, 
which were used to dispel 
chemical weapons against the 
Kurds. American weapons 
exports to Iraq actually in¬ 
creased - even after a U.S. 
Senate staff delegation vis¬ 
ited Kurdistan in 1987, 
where scores of abandoned 
villages, orchards, and pas¬ 
tures were discovered. The 
close relationship between 
the U.S. and Iraq only soured 
when Hussein began to 
make specific geostrategic 


errors. 

Hussein invaded tiny au¬ 
thoritarian Kuwait (originally 
part of Iraq) in 1990, to con¬ 
trol the Rumaila oilfields and 
convince Kuwait to follow 
OPEC’s oil production quotas. 
America found this situation 
problematic only because 
their Middle Eastern oil taps 
were threatened. So Bush Sr. 
sent in the troops to “liberate” 
Kuwait and punish Iraq. For 
several years afterwards, Iraq 
was pummelled with a host of 
economic sanctions. Briefly, a 
light at the end of the tunnel 
appeared in 2000 when 
Hussein began to trade oil for 
Euros instead of U.S. dollars. 

This angered Bush Jr. and 
his Republican comrades, be¬ 
cause it undermined Ameri¬ 
ca’s dominance in the interna¬ 
tional marketplace. 

The so-called war on terror 
is in reality a battle to pre¬ 
serve an oil thirsty empire. 
Evidence of a colonial-styled 


build-up in Iraq is easily 
found. For example, the 
amount of security con¬ 
tractors use to safeguard 
oil pipelines is staggering. 
According to A1 Jazeera, 
on December 13 a gang of 
retired Colombian police¬ 
man were hired by 
Halliburton (Vice Presi¬ 
dent Dick Cheney was 
Halliburton’s former CEO) 
to protect its oil industry. 
These men will be paid a 
monthly $7,000 salary to 
ensure that a few more of 
Iraq’s oil pipelines will not 
be disrupted by “terror¬ 
ists.” 

Mr. Quinn, if you want to 
get the real score about the 
murderous war in Iraq, I 
highly advocate the book 
Behind the War on Terror 
by Nafeez Mosaddeq 
Ahmed. This book is a rare 
and genuine account of 
America’s contemporary 
imperial adventure, and its

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Olds collects donations to aid victims of the 

tsunami/earthquake

An international charitable 
organization, whose Canadian 
division is based in Olds, is col¬ 
lecting donations to aid victims 
of the tsunami/earthquake in 
Sri Lanka and India. 

MEDIC (Mercy Economic 
Development International 
Corporation) is a Christian 
charitable organization based 
in seven countries including 
Canada, India and Sri Lanka. 
MEDIC’s headquarters has 
been based in Olds for the past 
two years. 

Robin Knudsen, vice presi¬ 
dent of MEDIC, said this or¬ 
ganization has direct ties to vic¬ 
tims in these two countries 
that have been horribly affected 


by one of the largest natural 
disasters in history. 

Pauline Hoare, president of 
MEDIC Canada, said 99 per 
cent of every donation will be 
utilized by victims in Sri Lanka 
and India. 

“We have already been able 
to set up two camp kitchens 
and supply food and clothes 
with money already made avail¬ 
able,” said Hoare. 

She received an e-mail from 
a MEDIC director, based in Sri 
Lanka, detailing the destruc¬ 
tion that had occurred on Box¬ 
ing Day, the same day the tsu¬ 
nami hit. Hoare replied that 
help would be coming immedi¬ 
ately. 

The e-mail read: “a major 
calamity has occurred in all 


coastal areas of Sri Lanka, you 
may have already heard on in¬ 
ternational news stations. 

“We were in Church this 
morning when this happened, 
our church being situated near 
the Hamilton Canal, which 
falls into the Kelani River (one 
of the five major rivers in Sri 
Lanka) a couple of hundred feet 
from our church which in turn 
runs into the sea a few hundred 
feet from there. When we came 
out to see, the water level of the 
canal had almost reached the 
church, and we quickly went 
back in and started praying. 
When we came out, the water 
level had receded, which ena¬ 
bled us to send everyone home. 
The area called Palliyawatta, 
which is covered by the sea on 


one side, and the Hamilton Ca¬ 
nal on the other, has gone about 
three feet under water. A home 
for mentally disabled children 
in this area has been affected, 
and (approximately) six chil¬ 
dren were washed away in the 
tidal wave.” 

The letter went on to describe 
the destruction, how friends and 
church families fled to higher 
ground and what their needs 
will be. 

“I seek your prayers and assist¬ 
ance in this moment of national 
need, to help those affected. We are 
doing whatever possible right now, 
but would appreciate any support 
that can be extended, in monetary 
form in order to supply dry rations 
and other essential needs of the 
affected peoples. Also, please pray 


that we will be able to overcome 
this disaster situation, and that 
such a situation will not arise 
again.” 

Susiri Hoare said the second e- 
mail in answer to her response was 
that they were thrilled someone 
was doing something immediately 
and caring about them all. 

People wishing to help can do¬ 
nate money to a trust fund set up 
at the Toronto Dominion Bank 
in Olds or mail cheques to MEDIC 
Canada, 118 A - 6108 53 St. Olds 
T4H 1P1 (include a return ad¬ 
dress for tax receipts). 

Hoare will be travelling to Sri 
Lanka in February to see what 
MEDIC’s donations are enabling 
survivors to accomplish and de¬ 
termine what more is needed, at 
that time.

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MVTA presents County with petition in January 


Dec.23, at the Mountain 
View County (MVC) meeting, 
the Mountain View Taxpayers 
Association (MVTA) presented 
the County with their petition 
to stop the new administration 
building from being built. 

In total the petition collected 
1,775 signatures. 

Before presenting the peti¬ 
tion, the MVTA spokesperson, 
Henry Kuelker asked council 
if they could explain why in 
1999, the estimate to renovate 
the current County administra¬ 
tion building was $796,000, 


and the present quote is 
$1,850,000. 

County Reeve, Ian Harvie 
said they did not have that in¬ 
formation available at that 
time, but would have it early 
in the new year. 

“We have invested a lot of 
time on this,” said Kathy 
Blain, MVTA secretary. “We 
hope you will listen to us so 
peace and harmony can come 
back into our county.” 

The petition states, "Pursuant 
to section 232 of the Municipal 
Government Act 2000 R.SA. c. M- 


26, as amended, the undersigned 
petitioners hereby petition the 
Municipal Council of Mountain 
View County for a binding plebi¬ 
scite to approve a new municipal 
bylaw prohibiting the sufficiency 
of this petition, from entering into 
any agreement for the acquisition 
of tmy land or construction of any 
building with a cost of, one mil¬ 
lion five hundred thousand dollars 
(1.5 million dollars) or more." 

MVTA members went door to 
door for the past month and a half 
collecting signatures for the peti¬ 
tion. 


MVSH and the CHR form a unique partnership in February 


Mountain View Senior Hous¬ 
ing and the Calgary Health 
Region (CHR) have partnered 
up in Didsbury to provide ad¬ 
ditional continuing care serv¬ 
ices in a more home-like envi¬ 
ronment. 

In 1999, a government com¬ 
mittee chaired by Dave Broda 
outlined the needs and issues 
facing the aging population and 
made recommendations for con¬ 
tinuing care reform. In April 


2000, the government accepted 
the blueprint for reform in the 
Broda Report and set strategic 
directions to guide their imple¬ 
mentation. 

The blueprint included a 
shift in focus to enabling peo¬ 
ple to remain in their homes 
and other types of supported 
living arrangements, and al¬ 
lowing them to maintain their 
independence as long as possi¬ 
ble. 


In 2000, the Mountain View 
Senior’s Housing Board 
(MVSHB) was granted funding 
through the Alberta Govern¬ 
ment’s Healthy Aging Partner¬ 
ship Initiative Program to con¬ 
struct the Aspen Ridge Lodge. 
David Thompson Health Re¬ 
gion (DTHR), in which 
Didsbury resided, made a com¬ 
mitment with MVSHB to fund 
20 Designated Assisted Living 
(DAL) spaces at the new lodge. 


Site selected for MVC 
administration building 

The site for a new admin¬ 
istration building has been 
approved by Mountain View 
County Council, during a 
special meeting, Feb.3. 

The new, single story 
building will be located east 
of the Olds/Didsbury Air¬ 
port, adjacent to Highway 
2A. 


A service road will be 
built for access off the 
Bergen Road. 

Temporary access off 
Highway 2A could have 
gotten approval by Alberta 
transportation, but was 
deemed too expensive, by the 
building committee, for a 
temporary access subject to 
provincial transportation 
restrictions.

Marriage on the Rock 

On March 7 people from all 
over Mountain View County 
(MVC) came together at Zion 
Evangelical Missionary 
Church to affirm the meaning 
of marriage. Concerned 
churches from MVC spon¬ 
sored the event "Marriage on 
the Rock: Protecting an Insti¬ 
tution in Crisis”. 

The evening started at 6 
p.m. with a video presenta¬ 
tion reminding everyone why 
they were there. Pastor Grant 
Sikstrom, Zion Church, then 
welcomed the crowd. 

“Tonight we have the op¬ 


portunity to be better in¬ 
formed and ask the hard ques¬ 
tions,” said Sikstrom. “By 
your presence here you are 
saying this issue matters to 
you, and by the end of the 
evening you will he inspired.” 

Bruce Clemenger was the 
evening’s first keynote 
speaker. Clemenger has 
served on the staff of the 
Evangelical Fellowship of 
Canadu since 1992 as the di¬ 
rector of EFC’s Centre for 
Faith and Public Life in Ot¬ 
tawa since 1996, and he be¬ 
came president in June 2003. 

According to Clemenger, 


there are 8.4 million house¬ 
holds in Canada, approxi¬ 
mately 70 percent (5.9 mil¬ 
lion) of them are rooted with 
the marriage between a man 
and a women, 15.4 percent 
(1.3 million) are one parent 
households, 14 percent are 
opposite sex common-law re¬ 
lationships, and 0.5 percent 
(34,000) are same-sex couple 
households. 

“All sides think marriage is 
a good thing and fundamen¬ 
tal to society,” said 
Clemenger. “The issue is 
about the nature and struc¬ 
ture of marriage, not about 
sexual orientation. The root 
of marriage is one man and 
one women.” 

Province comes through 
with Policing 

Last week the Provincial 
budget announced $58 million 
will go towards municipalities 
for new police funding. In¬ 
cluded in this announcement 
it was declared that the prov¬ 
ince will now pay for policing 
in municipalities with 
populations below 5,000 peo¬ 
ple. 

The Town of Didsbury was 
spending 22G of their budget 
on policing, before this an¬ 
nouncement municipalities 
with a population over 2,500 
were responsible for their 
own policing costs. 


“This is big for communi¬ 
ties of our size,” said 
Didsbury Mayor Dorothy 
Moore. 

Carstairs, who was ex¬ 
pected to start paying for 
their policing next year, is 
also excited about the news. 

“I think it’s nice that the 
government is going to pay 
for these costs, but 1 hope 
they are going to make more 
money available, in the near 
future, to increase the size of 
the Didsbury RC’MP detach¬ 
ment,” said Carstairs Mayor 
Lance Colby. 

Colby's comments come af¬ 
ter a presentation was made 
to Town Council approxi¬ 
mately one month ago, from 
Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Gerry 
Tonn, who explained there is 
a huge demand on the local 
detachment, yet very limited 
resources - such as the 
number of officers. 

Tonn explained to council 
that there hasn’t been a 
RCMP member increase since 
1981, although the numbers 
in the detachment area have 
dramatically grown - espe¬ 
cially in the last five years. 

“I don’t know any other 
company that hasn’t seen an 
increase (in 23 years),” Tonn 
said. 

Tonne, like Colby, believes 
that the Province needs to hire 
more officers, rather than just 


taking over the basic policing 
costs. 

“They may be taking a big¬ 
ger bite and paying for more of¬ 
ficers, but they still won’t be 
putting any more officers on the 
street... which we really need,” 
he said. “We are saddled with 
some very difficult decisions.” 

The Province’s Solicitor Gen¬ 
eral Heather Forsyth said, fol¬ 
lowing the budget, that she too 
realized fighting crime take more 
time, and hopes Alberta can keep 
up with their track record of 
having one of the lowest crime 
rates in Canada. 

“Alberta has the lowest crime 
rate in Western Canada and we 
intend to keep it that way,” 
Forsyth said. “Our population 
is growing, crime is getting more 
complex and police require more 
time, resources, skills and tech¬ 
nology to keep up with it.” 

Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills 
MIA Richard Marz says that he 
is pleased with the announce¬ 
ment of policing funding, and 
says it should assist many local 
municipalities. 

“This announcement will as¬ 
sist many communities and al¬ 
low them to use those funds, they 
once us(>d for policing, to pay for 
much needed projects in their 
communities,” Marz said. 

Didsbury will use this extra 
money to fix the railway tracks 
and put some into infrastruc¬ 
ture.

MVRWS charged after 
alleged illegal disposal 

Alberta Environment has laid 
charges on Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Water Services (MVRWS) 
and their employee Joe 
Vandenakerboom, operator, fol¬ 
lowing an incident on April 6, 
2002 . 

Allegedly Vandenakerboom 
made an illegal disposal by dump¬ 
ing a corrosion inhibitor into a 
drain connected to the water 
works system. This inhibitor made 
the drinking water that supplies 
Didshury, Olds, Bowden, Carstairs 
and Innisfail, unfit. 

“The contaminant was diluted 
by the water in the system,” said 
Kim Hunt, spokes person for Al¬ 
berta Environment. “We take 
these matters very seriously even 
though it was diluted, this doesn’t 
meet our standards.” 


Emergency staff worked to free a motorist from wreckage on April 
14th in Didshury. Police say a southbound Taurus driver on Range 
Road 2.0 lost control and hit a Honda Accord. Dino Siemens, the 
driver of the Accord died at the scene. 


On April 2nd the horse barns at the Memorial Complex in 
Didshury lit up in flames. Fire crews were on scene within 
minutes, hut were unahle to save the wooden structures.

Once an old dairy, now a big 
pile of wood, soon to be 
Didsbury’s newest develop¬ 
ment.

“We 
have to get rid of all the old 
buildings before we can start 
the roadways.” 

Stripping for roadways will 
be the next step in the develop¬ 
ment. After that is complete the 
lots will be surveyed out. 


half a million dollars of mari¬ 
juana plants in Didsbury Mon¬ 
day morning. A search warrant 
was executed late Sunday 
night, and according to the 
RCMP, a sophisticated mari¬ 
juana drug grow was evi¬ 
dent. 

Over 500 plants in vari¬ 
ous grow stages were seized. 

“It took till approximately 
noon to dismantle the 
grow,” said Sgt. Tonn, of the 
Didsbury RCMP. “There was 
a good half million dollars of 
plants there.” 

23 year old Han Jie Guan 
of Calgary has been charged 
with cultivation of mari¬ 
juana, under the Controlled 
Drug and Substance Act. 


In Phase one there will be 32 
lots complete. 

“After the roads are surveyed 
out we will start to put in the 
deep services,” said Leeson. 
“That will include water and 
sewer.” 

Once all that is complete peo¬ 
ple can start building. 

“We have several lots already 
spoken for,” said Leeson. “If peo¬ 
ple are interested they should 
call me soon.” 

The building of houses is 
expected to start this July or 
August.

Unit 3 residents were sad to 
say goodbye, but they were 
comforted by the staff who 
moved with them. 

“Residents were sad, it was 
a home to many,” said 
Nickerson. “It made it easier 
on them that the same staff 
moved with them, they still 
have them.” 


The last resident was moved 
out of the Unit at the end of 
April.

Town operator fights to 
save baby duck 

A baby duck was found by a 
Town crew on Thursday morning, 
covered in oil and fighting for its 
life. 

Tyrone Patten, Town Utility 
operator, opened up an inspection 
chamber located at the lagoon just 
outside Didsbury, on 15th Ave, 
and discovered a baby duck strug¬ 
gling to survive in a pool of oil. 

“The duck must have been 
sucked up through the pipe,” said 
Patten. 

Patten ran and got a fishing net 
to pull the duck out of the myste¬ 
rious oil. The duck was then trans¬ 
ported to the 'Town Shop, where 
it was cleaned off, and it awaited 
a ride to the Vet in Madden. 


A weekend camping trip 
came to an early end in 
Didsbury when a motorhome 
exploded, leaving one man with 
first and second degree burns 
to almost 80 percent of his 
body, and four children with 
minor injuries. 

The explosion happened 
around 9:20 a.m. Sunday morn¬ 
ing, when 57-year-old Robert 
Potter, from Calgary, was cook¬ 
ing breakfast for his four young 
guests. The explosion is be¬ 
lieved to have been caused by 
propane. 

Potter was camping at Rose¬ 
bud Valley Campground, just 
off highway 582, and had just 
arrived the previous night. 

“I heard the boom, but no 


one actually saw the explosion,” 
said Flo Cunningham, 
Campground manager. “I 
looked and saw everyone run¬ 
ning to help.” 

Potter was airlifted to the 
Foothills Hospital in 
Calgary, by STARS air ambu¬ 
lance. 

“I stayed in the trailer and 
called 911,” said 
Cunningham. “I was relay¬ 
ing what was going on.” 

None of the burns on the 
victims are believed to be life 
threatening. 

Some of the children, 
ages 11, nine, eight and four, 
with Potter are believed to be 
related to him, and the oth¬ 
ers were friends.

QUESTION: Everyone knows that divorce is tough on chil¬ 
dren. What about parent-child separation that occurs for rea¬ 
sons other than divorce? Is the pain any less intense for kids 
when a parent has a good reason to be away? 

DR. DOBSON: Research confirms that the consequences of 
any parent-child separation can be severe. In one study of fa¬ 
thers whose jobs required them to be away from their families 
for long periods of time, the children tended to experience nu¬ 
merous negative reactions, including anger, rejection, depres¬ 
sion, low self-esteem and, commonly, a decline in school perform¬ 
ance. Those findings have been confirmed in other contexts as 
well. 

Some of those conclusions were presented at a White House 
conference at which I spoke a few years ago. The other speaker 
was Dr. Armand Nicholi, professor of psychiatry at Harvard Uni¬ 
versity. That day, Dr. Nicholi explained how family circumstances 
that make parents inaccessible to their children produce some 
of the same effects as divorce itself. 

Cross-cultural studies make it clear that parents in the 
United States spend less time with their children than almost 
any other nation in the world. For decades, millions of fathers 
have devoted themselves exclusively to their occupations and 
activities away from home. More recently, mothers have joined 
the work force in huge numbers, rendering themselves ex¬ 
hausted at night and burdened with domestic duties on week¬ 
ends. The result: No one is at home to meet the needs of mil¬ 
lions of lonely preschoolers and latchkey children. 

Dr. Nicholi expressed regret that his comments would make 
many parents feel uncomfortable and guilty. However, he felt 
obligated to report the facts as he saw them. Most important 
(and the point of his address), Dr. Nicholi stressed the undeni¬ 
able link between the interruption of parent-child relationships 
and the escalation of psychiatric problems that we were then 
seeing, and that are even more pronounced today. If the num¬ 
bers of dysfunctional families and absentee parents continued 
to escalate, he said, serious national health problems were in¬ 
evitable. 

One-half of all hospital beds in the United States at that time 
were taken up by psychiatric patients. That figure could hit 95 
percent if the incidence of divorce, child abuse, child molesta¬ 
tion and child neglect continued to soar. In that event, Dr. Nicholi 
said, we would also see vast increases in teen suicide, already up 
more than 300 percent in 25 years," and drug abuse, crimes of 
violence and problems related to sexual disorientation. 

I have reason to understand a measure of the pain spoken of 
by Dr. Nicholi. I experienced it when I was 6 years old. My mother 
and father left me with my aunt for six months while they 
traveled. That last night together, I sat on my mother's lap while 
she told me how much she loved me and that she and my father 
would come back for me as soon as they could. Then they drove 
away as the sun dropped below the horizon. I sat on the floor in 
the dark for an unknown period of time, fighting back the tears 
as depression engulfed me. That sorrowful evening was so in¬ 
tense that its pain can be recalled instantly today, more than 
five decades later. 

In short, even when parent-child separation occurs for valid 
reasons in a loving home, a boy or girl frequently interprets pa¬ 
rental departure as evidence of rejection. If we have any choice 
in the matter, we should not put them through that painful ex¬ 
perience. 

QUESTION: How should a person respond to someone who 
is in denial? I have a very good friend whose wife is cheating on 
him, but he chooses not to see it. Should I make him face real¬ 
ity? 

DR. DOBSON: There is no blanket answer to that question, 
in view of all the thousands of specific situations to which it could 
be applied. There are times when denial is the only link to san¬ 
ity or stability, and it must be preserved. On other occasions, to 
break the bubble of illusion can be a loving thing. Either way, it 
is risky to awaken a dreamer. If the need for denial is intense, 
the individual will often lash out at the one who threatens its 
validity.

In 
case of a tie, an extra end is 
played with each player throw¬ 
ing three rocks (skips and 
throwers exchange ends at 
midpoint of an extra end).

6. All rocks must be re¬ 
leased from the stick before 
reaching the hog line, and 


from between or touching 
the 4 foot lines.
